Birthday Celebration. 

Capt. John Ryan of the Newton 
police headquarters Friday celebrated 1 
his 60th birthday and the 41st anni- 
versary of his experiences in front of 
Petersburg, Va. , where he iras wound- 
ed three times. During the evening 
there was a quiet observance of the 
anniversary at his home, 29 Auburn- 
dale avenue. West Newton. 

It was during the battle of Rean’s 
station on the Weldon railroad, while 
helping to repulse a confederate 
charge, that Capt. Ryan was wounded 
three times and came very near being 
taken prisoner but managed to escape. 
At this time Capt. Ryan was a mem- 
ber of company C., 28th regiment, 
Massachusetts volunteers, Gen. T. F. 
Meagher’s famous Irish brigade. 

Capt. Ryan was also the man who 
fired the first and last shots in the 
fatuous Custer massacre his company 
mi mbeting 45 men and horses, of 
which 14 enlisted men and one second 
lieutenant were killed, 10 men wound- 
ed aud all but nine of the horses shot. 

Capt. Ryan served four ‘years, part 
of the time being a member of com- 
pany C, 28th regiment, Massachusetts 
volunteers, aud company K, 61st regi- 
ment, Massachusetts volunteers. He 
also served 10 years as first sergeant 
and duty sergeant of company M, 7th 
United States cavalry, all this time 
under Gen. Custer. For 28 years Capt. 
Ryan has been connected with the 
Newton police department, rising from 
patrolman.

Washington Letter. 


The enthusiasm felt In Washington 
over President Roosevelt’s large part ( 
in bringing the Russian and Japanese 
peace envoys together is to be dis- 
played In a popular weloine to the 
President when he returns to the city. 
Washington is on particularly good 
terms with President Roosevelt. He 
has been a resident of the city so long 
aside from his term in the White 
House and many of the leading citi- 
zens know him personally, so that the 
man in the street feels that he is bet- 
ter acquainted with him than with 
any president for many administra- 
tions past. The return welcome that 
is being planned probably will not in- 
clude a parade or set speeches but will 
consist in greeting the President at 
the depot as was done two years ago 
and escorting him to the White 
House. It will be a personal tribute 
to tils work for peace and will be the 1 
informal sort of greeting that the 
President much prefers to more set 
and stilted affairs. 

It is quite possible however, that 
the President may have something tc 
say a little later as to the part he per- 
sonally played in the peace negotia- 
tions. Up to the present, his part in j 
the negotiations has been well and j 
properly guarded. Alone and unad- 
vised the President took a step ! 
never before attempted by any chief i 
magistrate and threw himself be- 
tween the hostile envoys till their in- 
structions could be changed by the 
two sovereigns to whom he appealed, 
The text or substance of those notes 
to St. Petersburg and Tokyo has ! 
never been divulged and it probably 
will be well to keep them secret till 
after the treaty of peace has been 
signed. But then there will be a 
great deal of pardonable curiosity to 
know just what steps the President 
took that caused such a complete and 
midden change in the attitude' 1 of 
Japan, But that he bore an import- 
ant personal part is shown if by noth- 
ing else in the telegrams of congratu- 
lations that reached him from King 
Edward, the Kaiser, the Czar himself 
and other continental monarchs who 
ascribed the conclusion of peace as a 
direct tribute to his intervehtion. 
Great pressure has been brought to 
bear on the President to divulge the 
text of his notes to the two rulers, 
and it is possible in the near future 
that he may either in a public address 
or in an official statement say some- 
thing that will throw light on this 
interesting chapter In modern diplo- 
macy. 

A very important step was taken 
Sept. 2 in the convening in Washing- 
ton of the special board of consulting 
engineers who will settle the question 
of whether the Panama canal shall be 
a lock canal or built at sea level. The 
board will consist of Gen. W. Davis, 
Alfred Nobel, William Barclay Par- 
sons, William H. Burr, Henry L. 
Abbot, Frederick Sterns, Joseph Rip- 
ley, and Iflham Randolph, all Ameri- 
can engineers, Henry Hunter, nomin- 
ated by the British government; 
Herr Eugene Tinkhauser, nominated 
by Germany; M. Guerard, nominated 
by France; M. Quillenec, consulting 
engineer of the Suez canal, and J. 
W.Welcker nominated by the govern- 
ment of the Netherlands. The board 
did r.ot do much at its first meeting 
but it expects to get its report ready 
for transmission to Congress in De- 
cember. It is possible that the engin- 
eers may visit the scene of the work 
before their report is rendered, but a 
number of them have been there al- 
ready and as they have at their dis- 
posal the maps and surveys of all the 
previous commissions, it may not be 
necessary for them to leave Washing- 
ton. It is thought likely that Presi- 
dent will send a very urgent message 
on the subject of the canal to Con- 
gress, making some definite proposal 
as to the work and defining the sort 
of canal that should be built instead 
of leaving the question open any 
longer. It is now understood that the 
chief objection to a sea level canal 
will be that it will cost more and take 
longer to build. The lock canal can 
be built in from six to eight years 
while the sea level one would take 
from ten to twelve years. The ques- 
tion of money does not so much stand 
in the way as the time and it is said 
also that if the traffic of the canal 
increases to warrant it in the next 
liftv years that the canal can gradu- 
ally be changed from lock to sea 
level without greatly incommoding 
traffic. 


BY DECENT STORM. 


z The Garden City was swept by the

the Charles river gullied their banks.

The wind blew down wires on Grove 
street, Woodland road, Grant avenue, 
Dalhy street and Institution avenue 
and a telephone pole near Islington 
road, Aubnriidalc. 

Pedestrians had narrow escapes 
from live wires and the wire men 
were In considerable danger while 
making repairs. 

At West Newton, Cheesecake Brook 
became a torrent and for a time dam- 
age was feared. The ball games 
scheduled for Monday were canceled 
and the Labor Day picnic of Fr. 
Callanan’s parish at Newton Lower 
Falls waa postponed until Saturday. 

LABOR DAT CARNIVAL 
POSTPONED TILL SATURDAY 


The great annual Labor Day athlet- 
ic carnival and tug-of-war tournament 
of Rev. P. H. CaUanan’a parish, 
Newton Lower Falls, which was to be 
held on Labor Day, has been postponed 
till Saturday next, Sept. 9th. 

Notwithstanding the storm on 
Labor Day, fully two thousand people 
assembled on the great athletic field 
at Lower Falla, only to go away again 
disappointed. On Saturday all of the 
features announced for Labor Day 
will be retained and several others 
will be added. The great pavilion, 
the largest ever erected in New Eng 
land, if not in the United States, i5 
now in place and will remain till the 
carnival is over. This pavilion en- 
closes four acres of ground and will 
accommodate twenty thousand people. 
As t?n thousand people annually at- 
tend this athletic carnival, the accom- 
modations, though ample, are not too 
great for the thousands who will at- 
tend. More canvas has been used in 
its construction than in all the com- 
bined ter.ts of the largest circus that 
ever showed in Boston. A well-known 
firm on Commercial street built this 
great pavilion and fifty sail makers 
were engaged for ten days in its con- 
struction. 

Besides this great pavilion three 
other great tents one hundred by fifty 
feet have been erected, one for the 
tug-of-war contests which has been 
equipped with graded seats on the cir- 
cus plan so that all may see the con- 
tests; the two other tents are used for 
the dancing and main dining halls. 
An information bureau pavilion thirty 
by forty feet, a fancy-work pavilion, 
two candy booths and twelve refresh- 
ment booths complete the canvas 
equipment. 

Five hundred 32-candle power elec- 
tric lights will turn night into day. 
The electrical display will be a most 
beautiful sight, and the canvas city 
within will be a veritable fairy land. 

Athletic sports and games will con- 
tinue all day and evening up to 11 P. 
>!.. and young and old will find some- 
thing to interest and delight them. 
One of the finest orchestras of Boston 
of ten pieces, will furnish the dancing 
music. Twenty teams of ten men 
each from as many cities and towns 
in the state have entered for the purse 
of gold. These ten-nien-teams, mak- 
ing a contest of twenty men on the 
cleate at once, are a unique feature of 
Father Callanan’s carnival. Father 
Callanati himself has invented a 
“Block and lever and Saddle Appara- 
tus’’^ the tug-of-war contests, which 
insures absolute justice iu this great 
game. The apparatus also insures 
fairness in the start and finish of the 
“Puli’’ and does away with all possi- 
bility of dispute. 

A greased pig that is positively wild 
will be a “slippery proposition” for 
someone to hold, and the greased pole 
contests will amuse all. Add to this 
the running, jumping, hurdle races, 
potato races, bag races, wheel-barrow 
races, obstacle races, girls jump-rope 
races, hoop races, caiulle-blow races 
and the nail driving contests for men 
and women and the bill of fare should 
suit every taste.

While the appointment of Father 
Gilfether, the assistant pastor of the 
Church of Our Lady as pastor of the 
church at West Lynn is decidedly 
complimentary to him. and a tribute 
to his high standing in the arch- 
diocese it will be lcceived in this city 
witn the keenest regret. 

For over twenty years, Father Gil- 
fether has ministered to the spiritual 
and material needs of his parish with 
a simple fidelity and straightforward 
sincerity which has not only exalted 
his high office in the church, but has 
brought to him in an unusual degree 
the love and respect of all his people. 

The impress of his work and the 
force of his character have not been 
confined wholly to his parish, and his 
influence and personality ^have been 
strong factors in the life of the city- 

The highest tribute of his worth 
as a priest and as a man, which Father 
Gilfether takes with him to his new 
■pastorate, is the mingled love and 
sorrow of his parish and friends in 
.Newton. 

T h e census figures for the entire 
state as announced late last week con- 
firm the fact on which we commented 
some time ago, regarding the differ- 
ence in the rate of increase between 
1895 ai:d 1900 and during the last five 
years. The state ratio of increase 
during the first half of the decade was 
about 12 per cent and only a little 
over 6 per cent for the last half. New- 
ton gained 21 per cent for the first 
five years and only 9 per cent during 
the last five years. We are there- 
fore a little better off in this respect 
than the average for the state. 

The return of Mr. Frank W. Chase 
to the teaching force of the Newton 
schools is the source of much satisfac- 
tion to those who have an interest in 
•educational matters. Mr. Chase made 
a fine record while master of the 
Horace Mann school and will un- 
doubtedly make a success as master of 
the Bigelow district. We congratulate 
the city in general and the Bigelow 
district in particular on this au- 
spicious occasion. 


Golden Wedding. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Sjawyer Bullens 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
their wedding on Tuesday, at their 
beautiful home on Waverley avenue. 
During the afternoon and evening a 
large number of people called to ofier 
their congratulations. The affair was 
entirely informal and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bullens were the recipients of many 
beautiful presents. After the recep- 
tion an informal luncheon was 
served. 

Mr. Bullens is one of our best 
known residents and his name is 
closely indeutified with the history of 
this city since his removal here in 
1859. lie was born in Walpole, April 
13, 1829, receiving his early education 
in the public schools at Chicopee. 

I ‘pun the completion of his school 
career, he entered the commission dry 
goods business with the firm uf J. C. 
Howe and Co. He remained with this 
firm 27 years, during the last seven of 
which he was one of the partners. 
Upon the dissolution of this firm in 
1875 he entered the banking business, 
forming the well known banking 
house of Bullens and Mixter. In 1878 
Mr. Bullens was elected president of 
the National Kevere Bank, and with- 
drew from the firm of Bullens and 
Mixter. He remained with the Kevere 
bank until it was merged with the 
National Shawmut Bunk of Boston. 

Notwithstanding his busy career 
Mr. Bullens found time to do much 
for this city, serving as alderman 
during 187b, 7, 8. He was a trustee of 
the Suffolk Savings Bank from 1871 
to 1902. lu 1882 he was elected treas- 
urer of the Newton Hospital, which 
position he held until about a year 
ago. In 1884 he was appointed sink- 
ing fund commissioner of this city, 
toervtug as chairman of the board for 
many years. 

Both Mr- and Mrs. Bullens. who 
was Miss Caroline A. Jerome of Bos- 
ton, have taken an active part in 
Grace church, of which Mr. Bullens 
is senior warden now. 

Mist Charlotte L- Bullens is the 
only surviving member of their family 
of four children.

Literary Notes. 


Hinds, Noble and Eldredge, the 
well known music and book publish- 
ing house, have issued a series of 
four new music folios which can not 
fail to prove of interest to every lover 
of vocal music who is fortu natein the 
possession of a piano or organ. 

The particular feature about these 
books which will strike the casual ob- 
server is the attractive manner in 
which they are published, both as re- 
gards typographical excellence and 
artistic beauty. This is of course 
secondary in importance to the quality 
of the musical contents, but as the 
latter leaves nothing to be desired, it 
is also pleasing to note that extra 
plans have been taken in making the 
books as attractive as possible. 

We really can not see how any one 
musically inclined can afford to be 
without a copy of “The Most Popular 
College Songs,” for there is certainly 
no folio containing more songs in 
which every one, whether he be musi- 
cally proficient or not, can join in the 
chorus. Such standard gems as “Aunt 
Dinah’s Quilting Party,” “Jingle 
Bells,” “Solomon Levi,” “Suwanee 
River,** “My Bonnie, “Forsaken,” 
“Old Oaken Bucket,” “Annie Lau- 
rie,” “Upidee,” “Juanita,*' “Sweet 
and Low,” “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” “Clementine,” “Polly- Wolly- 
Doodle, ” Home Sweet Home,” 
‘•Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep,” 
and in fact all those old familiar 
melodies which are the first to be 
called for when a happy party of 
friends gather around th°. piano or 
organ to enjoy a little music, are in- 
cluded, thus making it an ideal collec- 
tion and one which ought to be high- 
ly prized.

THE WORD STAPLE. 


Raw It Cfim* tn lip Applied to Ar- 
ticles nf Commerrr, 

Tlio word “staple,” applied as an ad- 
jective to distinguish certain articles 
of commerce, had its origin in England 
in the early part of the thirteenth cen- 
tury. The merchants of the staple 
Were the first and most ancient and 
were so railed from their exporting the 
staple wares of the kingdom namely, 
Wool, leather, skins, load and tin. The 
king’s staple was established In certain 
towns, and certain goods could not he 
exported without being first brought to 
those towns and rated and charged 
with the duty payable to the king. The 
grower of wool contented himself nt 
first with the sale of it at Ills own door 
or at the next town. Thence arose a 
class of men who bought it from him 
and became a medium between the 
grower aud the foreign cloth mer- 
chants. In 1310 the company had the 
legal form of a corporation and was 
the oldest mercantile corporation In 
England. Edward II. had for the bet- 
ter collecting of duty on wool ordained 
that the staple for it should he a cer- 
tain town in the Netherlands, and Ant- 
werp was fixed upon. It was after 
ward successively removed to St. 
Omer's, Bruges, Brussels, Louvnln, 
Mecklln and Calais. In 1353 the staple 
was fixed at Westminster, which caus- 
ed so great a resort of traders that 
from a village it was raised to the dig- 
nity of a town. In 1378 It was removed 
to the place still named Staple Inn, In 
Flolborn. Hence “staple goods" are 
Buell as have been duly appraised and 
have paid the regular customs duties. 


MILLET’S INFLUENCE. 


A Moat of Palntera Followed Him In 
Depleting Feaaant Life. 

In his own wordB Millet tried to de- 
pict “the fundamental side of men and 
things.’* Ills subject was the peasant 
life— not the representation of It such 
as one sees in opera or the pretty, sen- 
timental aspect of It, hut the actual 
drama of labor continuously proceed- 
ing through the four seasons, the “cry 
of the soul," echoing In the hearts of 
the patient, plodding, God feariug toll- 
ers. Everything was typical. We have 
spoken of bis “Sower." Of another pic- 
ture the critic Castagnary wrote: “Do 
you remember his ‘Reaper?’ He might 
have reaped the whole earth!" 

Everything that Millet did was full 
of a deep seriousness and sincerity. He 
never was an “easy” painter, so that 
his greatness ns an artist Is perhaps 
more clear in the black and white than 
In the colored subjects. Certainly in 
his crayon drawings, Mthogrnphs and 
etchings lie proved himself to be one 
of that limited number of artists who 
may be reckoned master draftsmen. 
Moreover, the character that he ex- 
presses Is of that grand and elemental 
quality which sometimes reminds us of 
Michael Angelo. 

Millet’s influence produced a host of 
painters of the peasant, among whom 
the strongest are the Frenchman I/Her- 
mitteand Israels, the Dutchman. These, 
Bice him, have represented their sub- 
ject with sympathy and with under- 
standing also.— St. Nicholas.

As the basis upon which the new 
apportionment of senators and repre- 
sentatives will be made is the number 
of registered voters, It is doubly im- 
portant this fall that the political 
committees add as many names as 
possible to the list in order to ensure 
us three representatives instead of 
two as at present. A glance at the 
prospects of such an apportionment 
cannot fail to be of interest. On the 
basis of the census figures just an- 
nounced, each representative should 
be chosen from every 12,4% of popu- 
lation. Newton, with its 30,694 is just 
inside the number required for three 
men. Middlesex County, by the new 
figures is entitled to 48 representa- 
tives, with a large fraction remaining 
of population. The present number is 
47, In 1895 when the last apportion- 
ment was made Newtou with over 
5600 voters was given two men, while 
other cities and towns in the county, 
were awarded one representative on 
figures ranging from 1800 to 2300. 
In comparison with Malden, for in- 
stance Newton with a population in 
1895 of nearly 28,000 with 5600 voters, 
and paying a state tax of about 
§32,000 was given two representatives 
while Malden with but 29,000 popula- 
tion, 6500 voters, and paying a state 
tax of but §17,000 was given three 
representatives. 

This year, Malden has about 2000 
more population than Newtou and 
pays a state tax of 539,000 to our 
580,000, and every effort should be 
made by our political leaders to place 
this city on an equality with our 
sister city at the State House. 

It isn't in every city of this com- 
monwealth that the aldermen would 
confirm over two hundred election 
officers without knowing the names of 
the men so selected by the mayor.

How British Cities Man- 
age Public Utilities 

Glasgow Was the First City to Challenge the Supremacy 

of the Telephone Trust — A Glance at Edinburgh ^ ^ I

ti> IIioho fill mm of thin country 
who nr»* complalnlntf of extnr- 
tlntmle rnlt'H for Inferior Httrvlw*. Ah 
tiHtml, the Scotch molropnlla wn« the 
first rll.y in tlu* klngclmn to challenge 
tin* supremacy <>r the telephone trust, 
which in Great Britain goes hy the 
name of the National Telephone com- 
pany. 

The light for a municipal franchise 
was a eomplicahd and Interesting one. 
In Illl 1 the Imperial government 
through Its posto dice depart meat pro- 
poses to take over the control of the 
telephone system of the United King- 
dom. At that time the National Tele- 
phone company will he compelled to 
surrender its property at its actual mar- 
ket value without a penny additional 
for good will or franchises. The mu- 
nicipalities expect to arrive at some 
agreement with the general government 
hy which they will he left in partial 
control of their plants and lo share In 
its profits. Bo this us It may, the last 
privately owned telephone will disap- 
pear In about six years from this date. 

It is more than ten years ago since 
Glusgow proclaimed revolt against the 
high charges and had service of the 
private telephone company. A commit- 
tee of the city council reported In fa- 
vor of establishing a municipal plant, 
ami, without going into details, it may 
be stated that on March 1. 1000, Glas- 
gow obtained the first license ever 
granted to a city for the purpose of 
constructing and operating a .telephone 
system. 

The work of construction was begun 
in .Inly, 1000, and up to the present 
time Glasgow lias expended $1,3.70,000 
on its telephone plant. While the city 
contains only twenty square miles of 
territory, the telephone wires reach out 
over nearly ten times that large a dis- 
trict. 

Under the old telephone company no 
efTort was made to reach the suburban 
area. The privute company catered 
only to the congested district and Im- 
agined that It would lose money If it 
Improved the service, extended the 
scope or lowered the rates. Under its 
management the average annual C03t 
of a telephone wns $U(i or more. It 
took from one to ten minutes to make 
a connection. 

The Glusgow telephone service is the 
best I have ever Inspected. I wns in- 
formed that statistics showed Hint the 
average time required to make a con- 
nection was loss than tifleen seconds. I 
made a test on my own account nnd 
called up ten subscribers. Of the nine 
who responded the average time from 
unhooking the receiver to answers from 
those uddresBed was fourteen seconds. 
It should be explained that the tele- 
phone booth is practically unknown In 
the office of a Glasgow business man. 
The Instrument Is on the edge of his 
desk, and the receiver and transmitter 
are in one piece. 

The rate to a subscriber for a serv- 
ice with an unlimited number of culls 
over the entire system is $25.50 a year. 
There Is no Installation charge und no 
dues of nuy klud other than the annual 
payment of this amount. A toll serv- 
ice Is rendered for $17 a year, with an 
additional charge of a penuy for each 
outward message, with unlimited in- 
wurd culls free. On a party line with 
more than four subscribers the rate is 
$0 per annum, with an unlimited num- 
ber of culls. 

There are 11,000 subscribers to the 
municipal telephone system of Glas- 
gow. The private company predicted 
that the insanity of the management 
in reducing rates and giving decent 
service would result in financial ruin, 
but the investment showed a profit of 
$100,000 a year. 

The cleansing department of Glasgow 
is an interesting institution. It owns 
thousands of acres of farm lands where 
once were nothing but bogs and marsh- 
es. To these farms are conveyed the 
refuse products of the streets. On them 
are atone quarries und brickyards own- 
ed und operated by the city. There ure 
u Iso great fuctorlea. Connecting the 
factories und the farms is a system of 
steum railway, the city owuiug more 
than 700 railway cars and a large num- 
ber of locomotives. 

In 1802 Glusgow purchased the small 
prlvuto electrical plant for ubout $75,- 
000. From this modest beginning It 
bus developed a comprehensive system 
modern in every particular. It now rep- 
resents an Investment exceeding $5,- 
000,000, und the profits lust year 
amounted to $340,000. This does uot 
include $30,000 puld for tuxes. As has 
been stated before, all public enterprises 
In Great Brit u in pay taxes und are thus 
on the same footing for purposes of 
comparison as privute Industries. Even 
a fire department pays taxes on every 
dollar of Its assets. After marking off 


$185,000 fur depreciation— a most Ml»cr- 
ul allowance for a new plant -the de- 
partment placed the balance to Ms ered 
It. 

Glasgow purchased the private gns 
plants in lMiiil and Inis made profit on 
tiie Invest meat every year since then. 
This great Industry now has a capital 
account exceeding $10,000,1881, and the 
gross profits lust year passed the $1,- 
Uodjmm) mark for the first time In the 
history of the enterprise. When the 
original purchase was made it was ar- 
range! tlial the owners should receive 
tu perpetuity annuities and stock val- 
ued at more than $2.t8Mi.oiHi. The city 
Inis now adopted the policy of pur- 
chasing ul a premium thi*se annuities 
and lust year wiped out more than one- 
third of tiie amount. Under private 
managemctii gas cost consumers from 
$1.25 to $1.50 a thousand feel, but tills 
has been steadily reduced until the 
rates now stand at 48 cents for motive 
power and 54 cents for lighting. When 
the plant Is fully paid for, which will 
not he many years at the present rate 
of profits, the citizens of Glasgow will 
pay not more than 30 cents for gas. 
though It costs much more for oil and 
coni In Scotland than In any part of 
the United States. 

It Is nearly forty years since Glas- 
gow Htartl(*d Great Britain by declaring 
war on the slums aud tenements which 
disgraced the city. The property own- 
ers refused to remedy conditions and 
the city took radical steps. It pushed 
through parliament a hill giving It 
power to condemn and purchase In- 
sanitary property. Armed with this 
act, the city authorities of Glasgow 
wiped out whole districts of Insanitary 
property, and the city started by con- 
structing several model tenement 
houses. 

Glasgow now owns millions and mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of dwellings ami 
Is one of the world’s greatest laud lords. 
Its competition with private landlords 
is friendly, hut wonderfully effective 
The city fixes a rate of rents beyond 
which others cannot go. it rigidly en- 
forces building und sanitary laws 
which have greatly reduced the death 
rate. 

Glasgow lias municipalized all the 
common services with the exception of 
cemeteries. It is the owner of profita- 
ble markets and slaughter bouses; it 
maintains u splendid system of baths 
and washhouses; it possesses a mag- 
nificent art gallery nnd has built a 
“people’s palace’* which combines a 
winter garuen, art gallery, museum, 
reading rooms, theater and concert 
hall; it furnishes hydraulic power at 
cost; It spends vast amounts on parks, 
music and entertainments. These and 
other functions are financed ami man- 
aged by the elected representatives of 
the city. 

Party lines are absolutely Iguored 
when It comes to the election of mem- 
bers of tiie city council. The man who 
hns served his people faithfully seldom 
is opposed when election day arrives. 

The city ball of Glasgow does not re- 
mind the visitor of any civic structure 
111 the United States. No swarms of 
loafers, wind landers and office bro- 
kers or seekers hang about its entrance 
or lounge in its halls. You ure not per- 
mitted to smoke or carry u lighted 
cigar. One sees business men, archi- 
tects, engineers, bankers and othei-s 
who have occasion to visit the various 
departments. The utmosphere Is that 
of a well regulated bauk or great mer- 
cantile establishment. It Is the busl 
r.css offlt'e of a municipal estate worth 
more than $00,000,000. 

There is no army of parasites draw- 
ing salaries for work which is not per- 
formed. There is no line of citizens 
ready to commit perjury In order that 
they inuy escape their fair share of the 
burdens of taxation. There are no go 
bet weens employed by dishonest wealth 
to extort by bribery favors from those 
who have taken au oath to faithfully 
serve their city aud community. Al- 
dermen meet In public to devise ways 
and means which shall promote the 
public good. There are no ward lead- 
ers. There Is no gang. There Is uo 
pull. There is no graft. The men at 
tlm bead of affairs would no sooner 
think of robbing their city than they 
would of stealing from their church or 
their club. 

Just a glance ut Edinburgh, the most 
beautiful city in Great Britain. Edin- 
burgh owns Its street railways, but In 
stead of operating them bus leased 
them for a term of twenty -one years to 
u company which pays n rental of 7 
per cent on the capital outlay of $U.500,- 
000. After paying interest, sinking 
fund und other expenses the city hud 
a cleur revenue of ubout $27,500. Tills 
does not compure favorably with the 
record of cities which operate their 
plants, und there is much dissatisfac- 
tion. 

Edinburgh owns a fine system of 
baths. Its electric light pluut puld lust 
yeur a net profit of $300,000. Iu the 
construction of bouses for the working 
clusscs Edinburgh has sjnmt ueurly 
$1,000,000, und, while maintaining low 
rent rates, there la a sternly auuuul 
profit to the city. The technical uud 
public schools of Edinburgh are fa- 
mous. Like most Scotch cities, it owns 
Its markets uud slaughtering bouses 
aud bus adopted modern methods for 
the dlsposul of sewage and street 
•weepings.

THE MAD DOG FALLACY. 


With Some SnggPMl Ion* on How to 
Trent n Hite. 

Iii all my own experience with dogs 
I have not only never seen a “mud 
dog,” but have never known a dog 
owner— and hy that l mean a man who 
Inis had experience In keeping dogs— 
who has seen one. If, then, rubles Is 
so exceedingly scarce, hydrophobia bp- 
conn's really an Impossibility, and the 
fear of it should be dismissed without 
a thought. 

A person may get dog bitten; but, lu 
the language of the New York tough, 
“Forget It.” If It Is a had bite it may 
twitch later on, and you muy begin 
worrying, so It is a good plan to get 
rid of the twitching or throbbing lu 
order to forget. I have been bitten so 
often that I think uo more of It than 
a mosquito bite, aud this Is what I do: 

If it Is on tiie hand I put It under 
the faucet and wash thoroughly, with 
the object of cleaning the wound and 
preventing Inflammation from any dirt 
or foreign substance. While doing this 
some one is getting the bicarbonate 
of soda and some clean rags or lint. 
With wffter a cream paste of the soda 
Is made sufficient to plaster the wound 
well; then, putting some on n rag, it is 
applied to the wound and bound up. 
If In the course of an hour or more 
the application seems to be drying, a 
little water Is poured oa the bandage 
to soak through to the soda or the 
hand dipped In water.— James Wntson 
lu Country Life In America.

MIL J. HOWAliD NICHOLS.

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FAREWELL SERHON. 

Rev. Father Oilfether Takes Leave of 
Congregation. 

Huch Sorrow Manifested Over Departure of a 
Popular Priest. 


Tho Sunday raaBscs at the Church 
of Our Iyady were largely attended aa 
it was known that Kev. Fr. GUfether 
who has just received the appointment 
as pastor of the parish at West Lynn, 
was to say farewell to the congrega- 
tion. 

Father GUfether spoke briefly at 
the three early masses, and quite at 
length at the 10.30 mass. He mani- 
fested considerable emotion and his 
audiences were also greatly moved, os 
he is a moat popular priest. 

Rev. Father A, S. Malotie, formerly 
of St. Agnes’ parish, Arlington, who 
succeeds Father Gilfethcr as curate, 
celebrated the 10.30 mass. 

After reading the usual Sunday 
notices Fr. Gilfether said in part: 

There, ia another announcement to 
be made, Brethren, which concerns 
myself— an unusual and difficult one. 
Unusual, because it is seldom that the 
Sunday announcements refer particu- 
larly to him who makes them; diffi- 
cult, because it is always hard to say 
farewell. Today wc part. As was 
announced on last Sunday I have been 


him -your first pastor. As the parish 
became larger I have seen your piety 
and good will and generosity increase 
as fiaB been well evidenced by all 
Father Dolan has done for it. I may 
only say now that I have been some- 
thing more than a mere spectator In 
the work which Father Dolan hts ac- 
complisned; it only remains for me 
today to pray God to spare him to 
you, and to congratulate him and you 
as the possessors of a church property 
which easily ranks among the first 
in the archdiocese of Boston. With 
such a pastor, with such a people no 
pricBt's life could be otherwise than 
happy, and he would be hard to please, 
indeed, who could remain with you 
and not consider himself fortunate in 
working for you. You are apprecia- 
tive, responsive, and docile people. 
Aye more, a faithful people in the 
best Catholic sense because you arc a 
Sacrament-receiving and a Mass- 
attending people. It is true I might 
say other things of you; Brethren, 
listen, if I could not say this, my 
words of praise would be as sounding

appointed by his Grace the most Rev- 
erend Archbishop, pastor of the Sacred 
Heart pariah at West Lynn, in which 
with God’s and the people's help, it 
is expected that I shall continue the 
work begun, and begun so well, by the 
late good and lamented Father Sulli- 
van, I ask your prayers now and 
after I am gone, that God may help 
me in the work, In undertaking it, 
mindful of my limitations I put my 
whole trust in Him. “Unless the 
Lord build the house, in vain will 
they labor who build it.” 

In parting with you dear and good 
friends, emotions, which if I would I 
could not disguise, betray themselves. 
They well up within me as I recall 
your unvarying kindness, exhibited at 
all times by your willing cooperation 
ami encouragement, and by your 
warm appreciation of the little good I 
may have been to you. 1 confess I am 
overcome when I think that our pleas- 
ant relations of twenty-one years 
duration shall exist no longer. 

It is a truism that priests, especially 
those who do parish work, are men 
with all the sensitiveness of men. A 
sensitiveness as keenly hurt by indiff- 
erence as helped and encouraged by 
kindly assistance, and I an human 
enough to say it, kindly appreciation. 
In their Gud-giveu work of the salva- 
tion of souls and upbuilding of 
Christ’s Church on earth, Christ's 
priests, 1 repeat, are sustained or 
hindered in their mission in no small 
degree by the devotion or apathy of 
those over whom they have been 
placed. Your works, Brethren. I say 
it truthfully, they speak for them- 
selves and require no eulogist, not 
only attest your faith in God and 
your zeal for religion, but your attitude 
toward your priests. And 1 have only 
shared iu what others have received 
and I am happy to say are receiving. 
I do not forget that when you were 
few in number and just organized as 
a parish, undismayed by a severe 
money panic in the early ?Os you loy- 
ally stood by Father Greeu -God rest

This, has impressed me | 
with the worth and activity of your 
faith and with a higher idea, I trust, 
of my own sacred and responsible J 
calling. 

Brethren, I rejoice at the growth of ! 
the Church in Newton. Home of you, , 
the older members of the parish, can j 
recall the time when there was no ; 
Church heie and when you had to 1 
walk a long distance to be present at 
the single Sunday Mass in a neigh- , 
boring parish. What a change in 1 
twenty-live or thirty years. In my 
own comparatively short time in 
Newton 1 have seen the number of 
priests more than doubled, two parish- 
es have been made, here a parochial 
sellout , the crowning glory of a 
parish, the first, and 1 hope not the 
last in the city, has been built, and 
in it at the hands of a community of 
competent teachers, 1000 children are 
receiving a sound secular education 
and a Catholic training, and this at a 
saving to the city of about $40,000 
annually. My xlear people, you have 
reason to be proud of vour parish and 
grateful to Almighty God for the 
blessings he has bestowed upon it. 
Although Father Dolan lias labored 
unselfishly and successfully, setting 
the pace for generosity, ami although 
you have responded willingly and 
well whenever he usked your help, 
still, I think I hear him and you say 
today, in the words of Ht. Paul, 
“Mau plants. Apollo waters, it is God 
who gives the increase.” And in the 
words of the Psalmist, “Not t> us, O 
Lord, not to us, but to Thy Name be 
glory.” 

I rejoice, moreover, because year 


after year I have seen this beautiful 
city take on those features which 
make for and which bespeak the pros- 
perity of its people and the integrity 
of those who represent them in office. 
From all, whether In public or private 
life, and irrespective of creed I have 
received the greatest courtesy. From 
you, the members of this dear old 
parish of Our Lady Help of Chris- 
tians, I have been the recipient of 
every kindness which a good pastor 
and devoted people could bectow; and 
if there were times when I should 
have expressed my gratitude and did 
not, permit me to say now in bidding 
von farewell that from my heart I 
thank you. 

Yes, looking back on the years wc 
have spent together, memories which 
naturally fill every priest’s mind on 
an occasion like this crowd in upon 
mine with unwonted rapidity. The 
hcartB I have joined in holy marriage 
the children I have baptized and 
helped to instruct, now entering, some 
of them on the first years of manhood 
and womanhood. The penitents I have 
absolved, the little forgotten ministra- 
tions which may have brought conso- 
lation, courage, amendment of life to 
hundreds of breaking hearts and way- 
ward souls. The sick I have attended 
ere God called them out of this world 
to Heaven, and, Oh, Brethren, when 
I think of it, out of how many of your 
homes have I not seen some dear one 
depart! May they rest in the Divine 
and laving heart of Jesus and until 
we join them let us pray for each 
other. I shall not forget to pray for 
you, — promise that you will not forget 
to pray for me. 

Kneel, and I will ask God to bless 
you. God bless you, yon and vour 
families. God bless Father Dolan, 
Father Kelly, your new assistant. 
Father Malone, and their work. God 
bless the good siBters who have conse- 
crated their lives to Him in the neces- 
sary work of Catholic education. God 
bless them and prosper that important 
work. God bless yon again in all 
your ways- -in your joys, and in your 
sorrows— in life and in death, until wc 
meet In an inseparable union in 
Heaven. In the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen.

The Graphic has advocated the in- 
auguration of the direct nomination 
system in this state, in season, and 
out of season, but the present time is 
a9 favorable as any we know for bring- 
ing forcibly to the attention of the 
individual voter, the total inadequacy 
of the present delegate and conven- 
tion system. 

The daily papers have been quite 
liberal in the amount of space given 
to the three candidates for the repub- 
lican nomination tor lieutenant gov- 
ernor, and to the more numerous ap- 
plicant for the office of attorney 
general. It is fair to assume that a 
great many of our citizens have made 
up their minds just whom they would 
like to support for these offices at the 
coming primaries. But the political 
leaders have ordained that the indi- 
vidual voter this fall shall not be 
allowed any choice in these matters, 
for but one list of delegates will ap- 
pear on the ballot. The supporters of 
Messrs. Hal] and Goetting for the 
lieutenant governorship caunot ex- 
press their choice as the selected dele- 
gates will vote for Mr. Draper. In 
the attorney generalship, the Cham- 
plin leaders have pre-empted the ma- 
jority of delegates the Sanderson lead 
ers being content with selling out i 
their man by accepting a few dele- 
gates and avoiding a contest. While 
this may be good politics from the 
standpoint that a few votes in the 
hand without a fight is better than 
none with a fight, it leaves the in- 
dividual voter without that opportuni- 
ty to express a choice which is his by 
right. 

If these officers were nominated by 
direct vote, each voter could express 
his choice and the total throughout 
the state would clearly show whom 
the party favored for the nominations. 

The celebration of the 50th anniver- 
sary of such a parish as Grace church 
is an event which interests not only 
the members of that congregation but 
the whole community. 

Its membership has always been 
composed of some of our most reliable 
citizens, and its beautiful group of 
buildings has added to the renown of 
our city.

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CORNER STONE LAID. 

First Unitarian Society at West INewton Hold 
Interesting Services. 

New Edifice, Opposite City Hall, to Cost Over $1oo,ooo, 
to be Completed Sept. 15, 1906. 





The corner stone of the new church 
edifice now being erected by the First 
Unitarian Society in Newton at the 
junction of Washington and Highland 
streets, West Newton, was laid last 
Sunday afternoon at 3.30 o’clock in 
the presence of a large number of 
people, including many guests from 
other denominations. 

Mr. Edwin B. Haskell, chairman of 
the General committee presided in his 
usual happy manner, and after an 
opening prayer by Rev. Francis Tif* 
fany. spoke substantially as follows: 

It is my privilege to welcome you 
to this interesting service. The cere- 
mony has been delayed by the absence 
of a large number of our people dur- 
ing the vacation season until we are 
able to see the promise of the edifice 
to be erected here. It gives us especial 
pleasure to welcome here our friends 
and neighbors of other communions 
whose faith differs in some details 
from ours, but who believe with us in 
the need of reverence, the blessing of 
service and the value of character. 
In the larger view of our age we have 
come to recognize more the worthy 
aims in which we agree than the 
points on which we differ. 

We all regret the absence of our 
pastor and his consort. We all know 
how interested and helpful they were 
in preparing the plans for the new 
church and we can imagine what their 
delight in this service would be were 
they here. There is no doubt that 
they are with us in spirit today. 
Meanwhile they are making good use 
of the Sabbatical year which they , 
have earned by faithful and devoted 
service for twenty years; and we may 
hope that they will return to us in 
ample time for the dedication service, 
retreshed by their rest, and ready to 
take up the work to which they have 
consecrated their lives. May it be 
many years before they shall be 
separated from this parish and people! 

In the enterprise of building this 
church we are only continuing in our 
generation the work of our forbears, | 
who began it here three score years 
ago. It was a day cf small things 
when they entered upon the work, and 
in this larger enterprise, which at- 
tests the growth of the seed they 
planted, we do not exceed them in 
faith and courage. 

The Society first worshipped in the 
village hall. The church was built in 
1860 and was enlarged three times, in 
1808, in and in 1 h* 7. The last 
enlargement was eighteen years ago 
For some'years more room has been 
needed by the increasing society, and 
j;ow, the auspicious period having ar- 
rived, we are looking forward to a 
new and larger church and parish 
house. 

Eleven ministers have served here, 
cue of them, Rev. Francis Tiffany, 
for two periods aggregating fifteen 
years and our present pastor has been 
with us twenty years. 

In an age of unquestioning faith, 
1204, the people of Florence, when 
about to enter upon the work of build- 
ing their famous cathedral, resolved 
in a general assembly of the people 
to build the most beautiful church in 
the world. I have always admired 
that resolution although the work 
was not completed until our own day 
six centuries after Us beginning. We 
have not dared quite so boldly but we 
have with remarkable uuammity de- 
cided upon a plau which unites with 


liberal space and many conveniences, 
beauties and graces of architecture 
worthy of the high purpose the struc- 
ture is to serve. May it serve us and 
our children and children’s children 
for many generations, and may the 
world be better for the work to be 
done here. We cannot magnify the 
glory of God but may we be blessed 
and brought more and more into har- 
mony with Him and reverence for the 
Highest. 

Rev. Edwin F. Snell, pastor of the 
First Baptist church than read from 
the Scriptures, and a hymn, "The 
Church Universal" was sung, to the 
accompaniment of a piano and cornet. 

Mr. George H. Ellis was then in- 
troduced and said in part: 

The address I am about to make, 
should have been made by the chair- 
man of the Building Committee but 
with his usual modesty he has turned 
it over to me. 

.At a parish meeting held April 24th 
authority was granted to build this 
church at a cost not exceeding $135, 
000. including the land, but exclusive 
of the organ. Messrs. Cram, Goodhue 
and Ferguson were selected as archi- 
tects, and it is felt that they have 
given us a plan particularly suited to 
our needs. 

Contracts have already been made 
for the construction of the building, 
heating and ventilating, plumbing 
and electric wiring, leaving still to 
provide for — electric and gas fixtures, 
pews and furnishing and putting the 
grounds in order and it is believed 
that this can all be done with the 
sum appropriated. 

We have fully $110,000 pledged. Id 
addition to this there will be the 
amount received from the sale of our 
old church, and it is earnestly hoped 
that there will be a sufficient sum 
raised to supply any deficiency, so 
that this church may be dedicated 
free from debt.

esteem and love as our pastor emeri- 
tus, Rev. Franc ! s Tiffany, whom I 
now present’,’ 

Rev. Francis Tiffany said in part: 

However beautiful this temple is to 
be, we should remember that the soul 
is the only true temple, and that the 
soul of the builders, is the only source 
of the beauty and harmony of the 
structure. As we assemble these 
stones into their places. the discordant 
into discordant places, the harmonious 
into harmonious places, so "it is with 
you as worshippers in your lives and 
characters. 

We rear this temple to the service 
of truth, of worship, of perfection of 
individual character and spirit, and to 
service to humanity. To truth, to 
faith in truth and to faith in the 
church. To worship, as life is barren 
without reverence, the love of God 
and of one another. To perfection of 
individual character, as man needs re- 
buke on account of the low elements 
which are in him. To service to hu- 
manity, for a church must not live 
for itself alone, although it must 
needs live for itself, its own faculties 
and views. It is to these ends we 
rear a church, for a God to worship 
whom we can trust to conserve all 
higher interests,a brotherhood to love 
and labor for. 

Mr. Tiffany closed with the follow- 
ing lines irom William Blake: 

THE DIVINE IMAGE. 

Tu Mercy, Pity, Pence and Love, 

All pray lu their distress 

And to these virtues of delight, 
tyuturri their thankfulness. 

For Mercy, Pity, Pence mid Love 
is God, our Father, dear, 

And Mercy, Pity, Peace and Love 
is mu n. Ids child and care. 

For Mercy has a liiimau heart 
Pity, a Ini ma n face, 

And Love, the human form divine, 

And Peace, the human dress. 

Then every man. of every clium, 

That prays in Ills 1 list less, 

Prays to the human form divine, 

Love, Mercy. Pity, Pence. 

And all must love the human form 
lu heathen, Turk, or .lew. 

Where Mercy, Love and Pity dwell, 
There God is dwelling, too. 

Mayor Alonzo K. Weed then spoke 
as follows: 

By a strange coincidence the year in 
which the then Town of Newton ac- 
quired its present Ciiy Hall was the 
year in which this Church was organ- 
l ized. For nearly sixty years your 
church and the City Hall have been 
near neighbors Now that your new 
meeting house is to be a lit lie nearer 
neighbor, it is tilting that the City 
Hall should bring you its neighborly 
greetings and in u broader and more 
representative way the good wishes 
of all citizens who whatever their 
creed welcome every earnest and sin- 
cere effort for the welfare of the com- 
munity. 

I am not sure but that there may be 
something prophetic in the drawing 
closer of this church to this centre of 
our local civic life. For we no longer 
fear ecclesiastical domination. But 
our fear is rather that we shall not 
find in full vigor iti our civic and 
political life those principles and mo- 
tives which it is one of the essential 
purposes of this and every other 
Christian church to foster and to 
teach. 

I believe we are beginning to recog- 
nize more fully that the discharge of 
the duty of a citizen is no mere busi-

ness, or the holding of public office, a 
mere trade. There is something more 
required of the good citizen than lo 
buy the benefits of good government 
in the cheapest market and to sell 
them in the dearest— to get all that 
he can out of the city, the state or the 
nation, and to give in return as little 
as he can of time or money or sacri- 
fice. There in something more re- 
quired of him then to commit those 
motives of expediency and self inter- 
est which have always obscured for 
men their vision of the Infinite. We 
have come to know that we eannot 
hope for any permanent yurity or ele- 
vation of purpose In our civic life 
save in the way made so startlingly 
plain in the Christian faith— in the 
willingness of men to sacrifice self 
and risk all in seeking that which is 
ideal. 

It is one of the glories of this 
church and of the denomination of 
which it is a part that it has always 
laid an especial emphasis on the futil- 
ity of religious profession and fervor 
unless crystalized in character and 
vitalized in action. True to its teach- 
ing this church has made yearly gen- 
erous contributions to the citizenship 
and to the public service of Newton 
in men to whom the way of which I 
have spoken is not unknown or un- 
travelled. This more permanent and 
beautiful structure will not have ful- 
filled its mission unless within its 
wails men shall be aroused to a more 
steadfast faith and a more earnest en- 
thusiasm for righteousness. It is be- 
cause the future is bright with this 
promise that we all rejoice with you 
in an event which is not only of im- 
portance to you but of the keenest 
interest to us all.

Gypsy Moths. 

j The attention of Superintendent 
Kirkland of the State molb-supprcu- 
siou work lias been called to the 
breaking-up of gypsy moth egg-clus- 
ters on tree trunks and branches 
1 while farmers and others are picking 
the fall crop of apples. Mr, Kirkland 
suggests that it would be wise for 
all property owners iu the infested 
district to send to him for a Bulletin 
on the gypsy moth, by which they 
uiay learn the appearance of the 
gypsy moth egg -clusters. These cl us- 
ers are easily destroyed by soaking 
them with creosote, and Mr. Kirkland 
says that, if the past is to be sup- 
pressed, it is highly important that 
every owner of fruit trees should lake 
the necessary precautions to prevent 
scattering of the moth eggs. A few 
ounces of creosote will destroy mil- 
lions of eggs, and the important 
thing now is to have the right work 
i done in the right way.

il. Aslilon Lawrence, a member of the 
old Lawrence family ol' Boston and a 
prominent capitalist associated with his 
brother, John, in the management of tlio 
Ashton Lawrence estate, was almost in- 
stantly kilted last evening by falling 
from an inward-bound train at Chestnut 
Hill.

1 low many times have you plundered 
the garret of your home ill seareli of 
the bygone ami forgotten and congrat- 
ulated yourself upon a “find” which you 
never expected to make? 

How many rainy days have you passed 
in overhauling or rending something 
that was put away for the very purpose 
of entertaining you and yours when 
you would have come upon the earth 
and have reached the age to understand 
and appreciate these things? 

How often have you said, “O, if I 
were only a poet or a writer what more 
would I need for inspiration?” 

Put these questions to yourself, ans- 
wer them frankly, and you have the 
frame of mind of the writer, once a 
member of the Graphic family. 

When I heard that the Graphic’s 
| thirty-third year would find it in a new 
dress of linotype, printed by electricity 
from a press of latest equipment and 
upon the highest grade of newspaper 
stock, and enlarged to a size that its 
enthusiastic founders dared never to 
hope that it would attain, I thought of 
its beginning. 

Turn to the files! 

History tells of the great nations and 
the deeds of their leaders; of battles 
lost, of victories won. These the world 
knows and is not allowed to forget. 

But a newspaper’s files. The chain of 
public sentiment connecting, week by 
week, the past and the present ! 
Wrought by the brains of the active- 
minded men and welded by the brawn 
of their loyal helpers — the masters of 
the type-case and stick. What is their 
significance ? 

A transcript of the doings of your own 
town, your own people and your own 
family and yourself. Joys and griefs; 
days of festival and days of sorrow ; 
deeds of the brave and courageous and 
misdeeds of the unkind and thought- 
less. They are all to be found there — 
imperishable so far as it lies within the 
power of man to make them and inval- 
uable in their lessons to the generations 
both rising and to follow on. 

Vol. i No. i of the Newton Republi- 
can (the Graphic’s former name). 

The office boy had thoughtfully re- 
moved several layers from the well- 
preserved volume before disturbing it, 
but there was concealed somewhere a 
quantity of something which produced 
a sneeze-provoking gray cloud as he 
dropped it with a bang on the desk. 

“Where did we stand editorially?” 
inquired someone at my elbow as the 
pages lay spread before us. 

Until you have become familiar with 
the making of a newspaper, urban or 
suburban, you will not appreciate that 
every man on the force whether he 
writes these expressions of opinion, 
puts them into type, splashes them with 
ink for a galley-proof or dumps them 
into a form, has a personal interest in 
all editorial comment. In his heart he 
may differ with the writer of them; lie 
may have a grudge against the man, 
but his paper has a place in the commu- 
nity which everyone is hound to respect 
even if one, in impressing this upon the 
public mind, must needs employ the di- 
plomacy of Witte or the jiu-jitsu ac- 
complishments of a Jap. 

Thus we all read, eagerly this: 


“In political matters wc propose 
adopting an independent course. 

“Thanking our friends for kind wish- 
es and material assistance we will let 
the Republican speak for itself.” 

Coincident with the Graphic's estab- 
lishment, the question of Newton’s be- 
coming a city lay before the people. 

The Graphic, or the Republican as 
it was then called, forsaw the growth 
that was hound to come and advocated 
the adoption of a city charter. 

"Shall Newton Become A City?” the 
editor asked the readers of the first is- 
sue, and then proceeded to show the at- 
titude of his paper by printing the fol- 
lowing : 

“The question which is now of par- 
amount interest to this town we have 
chosen for the caption of this article 
Wc propose to mention one or two ad- 
vantages which Newton would gain by 
thus changing her municipal govern- 
ment. 

* * * • 

“A city government would be more 
prompt in carrying out needed im- 
provements. One reason for this, is, 
that the power will be vested in the 
City Council. If the Board of Select- 
men now had that power, it would be 
essentially the same; but they are prac- 
tically only an executive Board. They 
can do only what the town, by vote of 
its citizens, shall authorize. 

“In all towns, needed improvements 
arc often delayed because the majority 
of the voters assembled in town meet- 
ing are not alive to public necessity. In- 
ternal improvements in this town are 
imperatively needed from year to year, 
and there should be used the best of 
judgment and discrimination, so that the 
money shall be appropriated and ex- 
pended judicially, that the improvements 
may be made without being too burden- 
some to the tax-payers. A city govern- 
ment, composed of our best men, would 
attend to these matters as they de- 
served, and with credit to the town.” 

The power of this indorsement one 
can best judge by succeeding events, 
yet without any assumption of the edi- 
torial strength of this paper on the day 
of its first issue, it is plain that the ed- 
itor was dealing with sound common 
sense, without pretending to dictate the 
rule of the universe. 

Here the policy of the paper was 
clearly defined. The duty of the mail who 
presided over its editorial columns was 
made plain to him — stick to the ration- 
al, avoid the radical and deal only with 
the facts. The Republican changed its 
name but not its policy. It found its 
place and eventually that place was at 
the head. The lead once attained it 
never dropped behind, but in its ad- 
vancement easily distanced its contem- 
poraries.

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THE HIGHER LIFE 

First Sermon Preached by Rev. 
J. T. Stocking 

New Pastor of Central Congregational Church 
Begins ills Labors 


At the Cetilr.il church, Ncwtonvillc, | 
last Sunday morning, Rev. J. T. Stock- 
ing, the new pastor began his duties. 
There was a large attendance and after 
the sermon, Mr. Stocking was given a 
cordial and informal reception hy his 
new parishoners. 

His sermon was as follows: 

Text : — '7 am the Almighty God; walk 
before me, and be thou perfect.” GknK- 
sis 17:1 

This was Cod's message to Abraham 
for his one-hundredth birthday. Abun- 
dantly did the patriarch need it, for 
these were dangerous days with him. 
A quarter of a century before, Abra- 
ham had gone out to the wild west in 
quest of a fortune, his heart hounding 
hig with the promise that he should be 
the father of a mighty nation. The 
yyars passed filled with disappointment 
and privation. Little fortune and no 
family came; only the child of his des- 
peration, Ishmacl, the son of his slave 
girl. The dusky lad was at first an un- 
satisfying substitute for the child of 
Sarah for which he longed. But as 
Ishmael grew and Isaac delayed, there 
can.? over Abraham that settled con- 
tent with the inferior, which is ever 
the great danger of those who miss the 
better. Ishmael became good enough 
for Abraham, and when God came to 
him just before his centenary with the 
promise of Isaac, that promise was no 
longer welcome. Abraham was con- 
tent as things were. Ishmael was a 
fine hoy of 13, lilhcr and stronger of 
limb than the child of their old age 


so, he wrote better than he knew. The 
hook has a deep, ethical import; its bio- 
logical truth applies to men as well as 
to dogs. There is a ad! of the wild in 
every heart — many of them. As Buck 
heard the call, as he dreamed hy the 
glowing camp-fire, or loped in the for- 
est twilight, the call of a long forgotten 
past, sounding within him, fierce and 
wild; so wc arc made conscious, ever 
and anon, by its very violence, of that 
wild nature of ours hidden within us, 
which, jealous of our emancipation, 
seeks yet longer to hold us in its do- 
minion. Man lives yet on the edge of 
the forest. There is a beast ami an an- 
gel in every man; now one calls; now 
the other. Now St. George has his 
heel upon the dragon; now the dragon 
shuts upon St. George, if wc could 
sort all the voices that sound through 
the corridors of the soul, as the deer 
sorts the messages of the wild winds, 
we should see that wc are a confused 
tangle of the animal and (lie spiritual. 
A long imperious heritage holds us in 
its grip. Only too well and too humili- 
atingly, we know its power. Wc have 
listened to its call and followed. We 
have forsaken the ways of the spirit, 
and pursued the law of tooth and fang; 
we have been blind and unreasoning 
with the hot passion of the wilds; we 
have lied the frankness of God's spirit- 
ual open, and followed the forest tracks 
of stealth and craft; we have forgotten 
the law of men that wc are brothers 
horn to serve, and have lapsed into the 
jungle law that wc arc rivals and foes. 
For the law of the higher life, “Bear ye 


Ivvery man has caught a vision of him- j 
self, other than he is ami better, far bet- 
ter than be is. And this better man- 
how pure bis motives, unnitxed with 
self interest ami sordidiiess; rugged 
virtue never bends the knee in compro- 
mise ; conscience never truckles to the 
will, lie walks the high way or rec- 
titude; his heart — how sweet and chaste 
it is; full of a world of tenderness ami 
compassion. In his sympathy as in the 
ocean a world may hide its woe, and in 
the depths of his love, a weak and silt- 
ing brotherhood find patience and for- 
giveness. I say every matt at his best 
secs this vision and knows it to he his 
truer self, beckoning him to the higher 
life. 

An animal's history and heritage is 
behind him ; most of a man's before 
Inin. Our life is darkened too often, 
indeed, hy the shadows of the past, but 
there falls upon it, and tnorc abundant- 


the just and righteous God. There is 
a wide reign of what wc may not im- 
properly call atheistic ethics. There is 
very little atheism professed today, 
hut there is a great deal of atheism prac- 
ticed. ‘The penal code is the great 
purifier of business,” said one, of our 
great dailies recently in discussing mod- 
ern business methods, but I cannot 
agree. The great purifier of meth- 
ods whether they lie in business pr pro- 
fession is not a more extended penal 
code, hut a higher moral code. It is 
not a more prevalent terror of the law 
(hat wc need, hut a deeper and more 
reverent fear of God. “The King hath 
commanded me a business” said David 
to explain his haste to the suspicious 
Ahimcicch. To sense God in everything, 
to know that all the daily task is God's 
work, to feel that our business is the 
King's business, to be done in the King's 
way, that is the call of the higher life.

would probably be. Let Jehovah rest 
content with Ishmacl. “And Abraham 
said to God, 0 , that Ishmacl might live 
before thee." The Ishmacl of the act- 
ual was belter than the Isaac of prom- 
ise; the son of the slave woman was 
better than the child of their holy love. 
Abraham’s idealism was rusting in the 
ruts. Me was also degenerating in bis 
moral standards; unaspiring men al- 
ways stagnate, 11c was losing bis faith 
in God and his reverence for hint. In- 
stead of listening with believing rever- 
ent heart, as in the days past, to the 
promise that he and Sarah should have 
a son, lie now laughs at it, falls upon 
his face convulsed with laughter it is 
all so droll and incredible. I low sober- 
ing, how revealing, must have come to 
him the message of Jehovub. “I am 
the Almighty God; walk before me, and 
he thou perfect.” It was Abrahams 
summons to arise from the decaying 
content, and the spiritual harness mto 
which he had fallen. God had far bet- 
ter things in store for Abraham. It 
was the ro II of the higher life, and as a 
call that comes to us ill this age just as 
really and personally as it came to the 
patriarch it becomes our subject for 
this morning. 

"1 am tile Almighty God ; walk be- 
fore me, and be thou perfect. You 
have read Jack l.ondun's suggestive, 
imaginative book, "The Call of the 
Wild.” It may he that the young au- 
thor meant to give us only a dog story 
simply the tale of how a big California 
dog gently reared, responded to the 
cruel environment of the Y’ukon, and 
under its privations, necessities, and 
sufferings, its freedom and wildness fell 
back into a fierce and splendid wolf.— 
only that and nothing more. Hut if 


one another* burdens," wo have too of- 
ten substituted the law of the lower 
life; “The fittest shall survive.” What 
a souse of defeat afflicts us when we 
discover, as so often we must, how far 
wc have been lured from the ways to 
which in our hearts we mean to lie 
loyal hy the call of the great mutinous 
world of the past buried within us. 

But wc well know that this is not the 
only call that we hear. There is this 
call of the lower life, hut there is also 
the call of the higher life. The past 
cohoes, hut the future beckons ; there 
arc long forgotten men lories in us, Iml 
there are just as many unrealized 
dreams. We have our wigwams and 
dens to which we are ever prone to re- 
turn, 1ml we all have our castles in 
spiritual Spain. As the siren voices of 
the wild call us back through swamp 
and thicket, so the call of the higher 
life summons us oil the sunlit hills of 
God, which rise, if not often, yet 
always sometime before the eyes of 
every mail. There breathes not 
“the mail with soul so dead" 
who lias never at sometime or 
another, heard the imperious call of the 
higher life. Sometimes it sounds in the 
quiet of the sanctuary; sometimes in 
the breathless rush of business; some- 
times in the pain of conscience; some- 
limes in the hallowed joy of a holy 
deed; sometimes the call comes to tis 
in the words, the face of a holier man, 
a saimlier woman; sometimes it comes 
to us in those chosen, memorable mo- 
ments when we catch a glimpse of the 
Christ. “Jesus turned and looked at 
Peter” — dial was all, but it was enough. 
In the light of that look Peter saw the 
meanness of his denial and wept. Then 
he dried his tears and followed the call. 


ly, the light of the coming unrealized 
glory. It is this which dignifies life and 
gives to it, its grandeur. Wc buy and sell 
wc get and spend and lay by — it is all 
very exhilarating — wc love it. Yet w« 
know that it is not the best of us that 
goes into these things. There are great- 
er activities as there are greater values. 

Has it never happened to you that at 
limes of your greatest achievements, 
when your eyes have been full of what 
you have accomplished, you have caught 
a glimpse of something beyond and 
above, a gleam as of hidden treasure on 
which you have not yet laid your hands? 
If men would only follow that gleam, 
they would be other than they are. But 
here lies the difficulty. Life is a tangle 
of the animal and the spirit ; it is hard 
to keep the spirit in the ascendency. 
The price and tragedy of success is 
often the forgetting of ideals. We rest 
too easily content with our present 
standards. We prefer to enjoy Ishmacl 
rather than to look toward Isaac. If it 
is true that we all sometimes hear the 
call of the higher life, it is equally true 
that wc all likewise need again and 
again to hear it, trumpet like sounding 
in our ears, “I am the Almighty God; 
walk 1>efore me and lie thou perfect." 

This call of the higher life is 
first the call to a greater recognition of 
God. “I am the Almighty God, walk 
before me", walk as if always before me 
not in fear except in fear to be wrong, 
but with reverence and seriousness. To 
see the invisible God in life is the su- 
preme achievement of the soul. Relig- 
ion is the relating of God to daily mat- 
ters. To interpret life’s events in terms 
of llis love, life’s blessings in terms of 
llis care, life’s hopes in terms of llis 
work — that is what Jesus meant by eter- 
nal life. 

“In the beginning God” is the first 
word of Holy Writ and the suhlimosl. 
It was a great soul who saw that truth. 
To leap hack over the ageless span to 
the beginning, to dig down through the 
details of all things and find God as the 
first great fact, marks the priest who 
wrote these words of Genesis as the 
greatest of all historians. We realize 
today, as our fathers did not, that wc 
can not take these early writings, as a 
can lake not these early writings, as a 
text hook of science. There was no 
science in those days. But what has it 
not meant for men that they should 
have had this hook, that puts God as 
the great first fact instead of a scientific 
tiook after the modern vogue, which 
makes no ineniiou of the great spirit t 

“In the beginning God." That is the 
only beginning, either for the one who 
would explain life truly, or live life 
truly, in the beginning of life, God. 
in t)ie beginning of every career, God. 
in the beginning of every transaction, 
God, in the beginning of every day, 
God. If men are to learn the secret of 
living, let these words In.* emliosM-d oil 
the walls of every home, written in tile 
dust of every simp, placed upon every 
office desk, graven upon every heart. 
That one should go through life and 
miss this great first fact- what irony. 

No one who keeps pace with the rev- 
elations of modern business or who 
knows by experience (lie methods of it. 
if llis ideals have not become dimmed, 
can doubt that in tile great business 
world, there is all too feeble a sense of 


Lately 1 rail across an appeal to men to 
take God as their “silent partner." Why, 
the great trouble today is that God is 
too often the silent partner, only that 
and nothing more. The call of the 
higher life is to give God a real voice, 
the controlling voice in our lives and 
purposes. It is the greater recognition 
of God, as the great and holy Spirit 
wiio makes all, gives all. requires all. 
Into the midst of our life today with its 
current slogans “Competition demands 
it ;" “Success requires it “The people 
expect it" — there comes a great ques- 
tioner with a great question; “What 
doth the Lord require of thee, hut to 
do justly, and to love kindness and to 
walk humbly with thy God." 

The second call ot the higher 
life is to the realization of oneself. 
Nothing is so near a man as himself, 
yet how often it is the last thing discov- 
ered. Some men never find themselves. 
They may never have asked themselves 
"Who am 1 ?" and “What am I in the 
world for?” The great fault to j 
lie found with men today is not 
that they do not take the world 
seriously enough, hut that they do 
not lake themselves seriously en- 
ough. They arc not awake to their 
capacities and imssibilities. The salva- 
tion of a man is that he should know 
himself in his native dignity as a son of 
God, and as such realize a son's privi- 
leges and responsibilities. “Walk be- 
fore me and lie thou perfect." Jesus 
called ns with the same calling, “Ye 
therefore shall lie perfect as your heav- 
enly Father is perfect.” This has been 
one of the hard sayings of Jesus. Men 
have tried to whittle it down and to 
squirm away from it. But it stands as 
Jesus* glorious ideal for every man 
am! woman of us. What else could 
Jesus have said that would have satis- 
fied the soul? “Ye therefore shall he 
perfect as — who? is perfect." “There 
is none good save one" said the Naza- 
rene — but the whole world has added 
"and him who came to reveal Him.” 
That idea! is ail eternal call. There are 
heights unsealed beyond the hot of 
men. There is no halting place for the 
sold. There are a few, to lie Mire, who 
profess to have attained unto the ideal. 
Iml I have never found it in my heart 
to regret that there were no more. The 
best of souls know how much of the 
I letter life is yet unclaimed, how much 
of nobleness of purpose, unselfishness 
of aim and pureness of heart is 
yet to lie attained. What makes the call 
so appealing is our consciousness that 
it is only the summons to come to our- 
selves. “Conic up higher; know thy- 
self; he thyself; live as a child of the 
Most High ought to live." 

But one is to know himself not sim- 
ply in his relation to God, hm in Ins 
relation to his fellow -man. Because he 
is a sou of God, he is brother to his 
fellows. Brotherhood is something we 
hear imieli about. It is a word often 
used. But with brotherhood itself we 
are not so familiar. There is not very 
much of it yet in the world. Do not 
misunderstand me. I am in no way 
pessimistic. There never was a time 
when so many people took >ueh an ac- 
tive interest in the welfare of their tel 
low -men. When there was such wide 
spread charily, so keenly developed a 
sense of social obligation. All this 


make=. us very hopeful. But from that 
brotherhood which the meek and lowly 
democrat of Nazareth came to bring, 
we are yet far, very far, distant. Would 
yon know how far? Then walk with 
him on hi*- pilgrimages among the poor, 
and the luckless and the unregeneral e. 
How strange his teaching* fall upon 
even our ears. l/»vc your neighbors? 
No, "Live your enemies.” Bless them 
that speak well of you. No. “Bless 
them that curse von." I ‘ray for them 
that do good to you? No. Fray for 
them that despiteful Jy use you and per- 
secute you." 

And how supremely he illustrated 
liis own words. With what genuine 
friendliness he mingled with the poor, 
and the social uol todies. No wonder 1 
the common people loved him. When 
wc turn from the real brotherhood of 
Jesus, to the ways of the modern world, 
boasting of its brotherhood, how sick 
wc become of all our petty social dis- 
tinctions, our growing system of caste, 
the barriers between those who earn a 
wage and those who have an income, 

I >et ween those who toil with their 
1 lands and those who work with their 
heads, of that divisive spirit to which 
we all give loo great a m. notion. O 
Thou Living Christ, who loved with 
such sweet abandon the lowly, and the 
toilers and the weak, arc we thy 
brothers? Come and speak to us thy 
secret. 

Jesus has borne many titles, but the 
noblest one of all is Saviour; ami that 
title bo has bequeathed to each of tis. 
"The Son of Man is come to seek and 
to save that which was lost." Not otic 
soil of Man only, but every son of 
man. How it dignifies us, glorifies us, 
to know that wc are l torn to he sav- 
iours of men. We are workers together 
with God. God's husbandmen, co-work- 
ers in the task of saving the world. 
Our divine commission is to re-present 
Christ to men and women who will 
never see him unless they see him in us. 
That is the maimer to which we are 
men and women born. It is a good 
thing to make a living; it is a better 
tiling lo make a life; but there is one 
greater thing — to help some one else 
live a little better. To one whose habit 
is to live for himself, to dig and run 
alter the things of the world, the holy 
experience of helping a brother-man on 
his way upward, brings with it a peace 
and satisfaction such as the traveler to 
distant parts feels as he breathes again 
the sweet pure air of his native hills. 
Jesus’ life appeals to us as it does, be- 
cause in him we see the image of our 
better reives. 

We like best in literature that which 
we scent to have thought and might 
have said but never have quite uttered 
Is it not true that we love Jesus best 
of the sons of men because we see 
best in him what we feel that we might 
be, but have ever failed io be? 

■*() living beckoning arms 
The centuries melt away 
And the Saviour of long ago 
Is the Saviour of today. 

And our human hearts are drawn 
From their gods of gold and clay 
To the Christ of the out stretched 
arms 

To the l.ite. the Truth, and the Way." 

This in a word. hen. is the call of 
the lliglu-r Life. A call to the greater 
recognition of God and to the better 
realization of ourselves. 

These are strenuous times. You do 
not need that one should tell you so. 
We are living last and furiously. The 
commercial instinct is sharpened to an 
edge. This all lias its grave dangers 
for us — that we should neglect one 
whole side of our natures, our spiritual 
side. — ami when we neglect that we 
neglect the best there is in us. In tins 
rapid life, this fierce struggle, our ideals 
sutler. It is easy to rest content with cer- 
tain accepted standards and to reach 
no higher. Wc forego the Isaac of prom- 
ise, and are satisfied with Ishmael. How 
abundantly we need to hear the higher 
call, that in living fast, we do not fail 
to live well, that in the daily struggle 
we do not forget to seek the higher and 
better tilings. "1 am the Almighty God. 
Walk before me and be thou perfect." 
"Lord. God of Hosts lie with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget.” 

This is a day of peculiar interest to 

This is the day of peculiar interest to 
us. Our hopes and anticipations culmi- 
nate in this beginning of our life and 
work together. 1 come not without a 
certain hesitation to the great task be- 
fore us. but >ct with high hopes. I dare 
to dream that from this churech will go 
forth as it has so nobly in the past the 
call of the higher life, i pray that this 
pulpit may always sound that call 
and sound it clearly. The message 
that I eo\et is the loving, yet fear- 
less one. that will awaken in the souls 
of men as a long forgotten memory - a 
longing for the higher life, that imag- 
ing ol the Christ in which every soul 
shall find himself. 

Many men are ready today to tell u> 
what the eluirch should be and do. She 
l should, hey say, he a social centre, an 
entertainment club a bureau of educa 
lion. But there is one conception only 
of her work which is worthy of her 
| and true to her history . Her task is to 
: sa\e men and women. Like her master, 
she "is come to seek and lo save," to 
sound hi> eternal call. 

But tin* message of the church is not 
the message of (lie pulpit alone. Increas- 
ingly tine i> it becoming, that Iter me> 

I sage is the daily silent practical life of 
: the men and women who compose her 


When they are so filled with the abun- 
dant life that their whole influence is to 
call other soul* to higher living, then 
the church’* call i* unmistakable and 
fruitful. 

Let me say rfgain that this day is of 
peculiar interest to in all. We are 
hoping for the best things to come from 
our life and work together. I cotne to 
you with prayer and faith, faith in God 
anil faith itt you. 1 ask him for strength 
and you for patience and cooperation. 

I pledge you my bc«t. I claim your 
best. You have a right to expect this 
from me. ! have a right to expect it 
from you. The secret of the success- 
ful work for which we pray is simply 
that we should give ourselves to each 
other in mutual helpfulness and sympa- 
thy and confidence, that together we 
*houM give ourselves in unwithhcld de- 
votion lo Him whom wc serve, that 
finally wc should hold ever before us, 
as disciples true, the life of him in 
whom and for whom wc labor. “It is 
enough for the disciple that he be as 
Ills master, .and the servant as his lord."

He was born in New 
York, April ly. i«S“o. ami is a graduate 
of Amherst, class of *95. He was in- 
structor in Lnglish and elocution in the 
Liwrenccvtlle School. New Jersey, for 
three years, and in tyot was graduated 
from the Yale Divinity School at the 
head of his class, winning the Dwight 
Scholarship, lie then studied for a 
year at the University of Berlin, and on 
hts return to this country was called to 
the assistant pastorate of the Church of 
the Redeemer at New Haven. While 
there he was also lecturer on missions 
at the Yale Divinity School. In October, 
1903. he married Miss Grace C. Porter, 
daughter of Josiah Porter, a wealthy 
resident of New Haven.

Golden Anniversary of the Grace 
Episcopal Church 


Its History, and Interesting Facts Regarding This 
Well Known Parish 


On Sunday morning Iho anniversary 
exorcises began with a sermon by the 
rector. Rev. Gcoi-rc W. Shinn 0. IX on 
the topic, "Some reasons for our Re- 
joicing." 

Sunday evening the assistant minis- 
ter, Rev. Robert Keating Smith bad 
the topic. "How an Episcopal Parish 
may benefit the Life of a Community" 
for his sermon. 

Wednesday morning, the exact anni- 
versary of the formation of the parish. 
Holy Communion was observed at 10.30 
A. M. with a sermon by Rev. Peter H. 
Steenstra, D. D. a former rector, and 
the offering was for the Rectory fund. 
Wednesday evening there was an in- 
formal social gathering of the parish 
which was largely attended. 

The program continues until next 
Sunday, when there is to be a sermon 
by the Bishop of Western Massachusetts 
the Right Rev. Alexander H. Vinton 
D. D. and on Sunday evening at 7.30 
o'clock the service includes a sermon 
by the Bishop of Massachusetts, the 
Right Rev. William Lawrence D. D. 


later a constitution and bylaws were 
adopted am! the Sunday school organ- 
ized. 

On Jan. 1. 1856, the first rector of 
the parish was called. Rev. John Single- 
ton Copley Greene, who remained until 
18(1.4. During the first year of Rev. Mr. 
Greene's pastorate the parish was reor- 
ganized with 18 members, and on April 
4- '857. a lot was secured for a church 
chapel on Hovcy si, the corner stone of 
which was laid May 28, 1858. In Sep- 
tember of the same year the first meet- 
ing was held in the new building. 

In i860 a rectory, built at the expense 
of the rector, was deeded to the parish 
by him, the building now standing and 
being occupied by the Pomroy home for 
orphan children. With the erection of 
a new church some years later this rec- 
tory was sold, atul it is proposed during 
this celebration of the anniversary of 
the parish to devote the funds raised to 
the purchase of the premises at 38 
EUlrcdge st, adjoining the church prop- 
erty, for a permanent rectory. 

Late in 1864 came the second rector,

Grace church had its beginning early 
in May, 1834. when Episcopalians from 
Newton and Watertown held what were 
termed “neighborhood” meetings at 
the home of Stephen Perry at the cor- 
ner of Galen and Williams sts., near 
the Watertown line. 

But one person who attended these 
services is now alive, Miss Mary B. 
Wilkins, still an active member of the 
parish, who remembers well the stately 
figure of Rev. Thomas E. Pales of Wal- 
tham, who each Sunday came to min- 
ister to the little hand of worshippers. 

Stephen Perry, at whose home the 
services were held, was the son of Wil- 
liam Perry, afterward bishop of Iowa, 
and the first superintendent of the Sun- 
day school of the parish, organized in 
October, 1855, with j 5 pupils. 


Rev. Peter II. Steenstra, who occupied 
the pulpit until 1869. He was followed 
by Rev. Henry Christian Mayer, 1869- 
1872. After him came Rev. Joseph Sher- 
burne Jenckes, PhD, 1872-1874. The 
present rector, Rev. George Wolf Shinn 
DD, came in 1875. 

In 1871 the laud at the corner of 
Church and Khlredgc sts was purchased 
and on Sept. 4 of the following year the 
corner stone of the present church laid. 
It was not until Nov. 30, 1873, that the 
first service was held in tile building. 

On July 14, 1884, ground was broken 
for the chapel and parish house, the 
first service in the former being held in 
the following December. The consecra- 
tion of the church was made by Bishop 
Paddock on Nov. 30, 1887. Six years 
later ground was broken again, this

as the Helping Hand. She was one of 
the former member-- of Si. Paul's 
church, Boston, during the pastorate 
of Rev. Dr. Vinton, moving to Water- j 
town when a young girl. 

On May 20, J855, services were held 
in Union hull on Center st, which were 
continued until Sept. 27. when the Grace 
parish was formally organized and war- 
dens and vestrymen chosen. A week 


time for the Brooks memorial choir 
guild hall, which was followed in 1895 
by the erccction of the Townsend mem- 
orial library. This group of picturesque 
buildings constitute the present church 
property, valued at more than $125,000. 

During the 50 years' existence of the 
parish there have been 13 clerks and jo 
treasurers. Among the oldest members 
of the society are George S. Bullens, a 
member for 45 years, W. C. Bates 37 
years. Moses Clark 33 years and Prof. 
S Edward Warren 32 years. 

The oldest parish society, not includ- 
ing the vestry, is the ladies' missionary 
society, in existence nearly 50 years. 
<iiher> are the Helping I lain), Girl’s 


Krietully and the St Elizabeth branch 
of the junior auxiliary. 

The music has been by various kintls 
of choirs, for a long time by a quartet 
of mixed voices, then by a chorus of 
men and women, then by a chorus of 
adults and children. The vested choir 
of 12 men and 20 hoys was introduced 
in April, 1800, and is now under the di- 
rection of choirmaster Charles N. S la- 
den and organist Dudley W. Fitch. 

An interesting fact is that during 30 
years no appointed service at Grace 
church has been omitted for any reason. 

The leading figure in all the work 
during the last 30 years has been the 
rector. Rev. Dr. Shinn. He is a Phila- 
delphian by birth, having been horn 
there Dec. 14. 1839. His theological ed- 
ucation was received in the old Virgin- 
ian seminary, near Alexandria, and in 
the divinity school at Philadelphia. His 
first parish was at the church of Our 
Savior in his native city, from whence 
lie went to Trinity church, Shantokin, 
Penn ; St Paul's nt Lock 1 1 a ven, Penn ; 
St Luke's at Troy, N. Y., ami thence to 
Newton. He is an author of consider- 
able note on theological subjects and an 
eloquent preacher. 

Rev. Robert Keating Smith, the assis- 
tant minister of the parish, has been as- 
sociated with Dr. Shinn since Sept 29, 
1901. He was born in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., Aug. 2, 1865. His uncle, Rev. James 
William Smith, was related to Rev. 
William Bronte, the father of Charlotte 
Bronte. 

He received his education in Plain- 
field, N. J., and at New Brunswick, N. 
J., graduating from the high school of 
the latter town in 1883. In 1889 he 
was graduated from the Stevens insti- 
tute of technology at Hoboken with the 
degree of mechanical engineer. He then 
took a two-year’s course at the Worces- 
ter academy, and later entered Harvard 
where he received his degree of A. B. 
in 1893. Two years later he was grad- 
uated from the Episcopal theological 
scchool at Cambridge. 

From the fall of 1891 until 1894, while 
at college and at the theological school, 
he served as lay reader at Grace church. 
After the completion of his theological 
studies he was assistant minister of 
Trinity church, Woburn, for one year, 
and was then called to St Paul’s church, 
Kansas City. He supplied the pulpit 
of Grace church during the spring of 
1901, to he called there as assistant min- 
ister the same fall. 

For the past two years lie has been 
a member of the school hoard of New- 
ton and is also secretary of the Eight 
O’Clock club. 

He has reorganized the Sunday school 
and other branches of the church work, 
and has been particularly successful in 
his work among the young people. 

Opening A Great Success. 

The day sessions of the Waltham 
School of Business began September 5, 
and the evening scsions September 6, 
the attendance at both being much lar 
ger than was expected.

dertaker. The exterior is painted to 
correspond with his livery stable ad- 
joining and the large plate glass win- 
dows make the interior very light and 
cheerful. The finish is in dark Cypress 
with walls tinted a light green, there 
are appropriate furnishings and draper- 
ies and in the commodious show room, 
which covers the entire second story, 
the walls are panelled in wood giving 
a most pleasing effect. Here a full line 
of sample caskets arc kept on hand and 
this with the reception room on the 
ground lloor, entirely separate from the 
carriage office and with an individual 
entrance, are two features which will 
he fully appreciated by Mr. Cate's pat- 
rons. In the rear of the reception room 
is the store room fitted with lockers 
and other conveniences and adjoining 
is a morgue with a monolith ffoor ami 
the latest sanitary improvements. In 
the basement is another room for stor- 
age and the trimming room with ample 
accommodations for the workmen. The 
building is fitted with electric lights, a 
hot water heater of the Gurney pattern 
and an elevator from the basement to 
the upper lloor. Lewis H. Bacon was 
the architect and William Kcllar the 
builder.

As tlic clerical author of 
the play expresses it: “It grew out of 
a suggestion and a desire of mine that 
I might see a human minister upon the 
stage, one who acted, thought, spoke 
and looked like the real article, ‘a man 
who preached one day and practised 
seven’, a man whose spiritual authority 
grew out of his character, not out of 
his clothes ! A very large number of 
stage ministers arc either fools or 
frauds!” The minister-dramatist in 
this case, Rev. John Snyder, was pastor 
of the Church of the Messiah in St. 
Louis for twenty-seven years. Since 
his retirement from the pastorate in 
1900, he has resided at Wellesley Hills, 
Mass.

The play deals 
with characters connected with the 
church and the stage, and is said to 
contain enough thrills to please the most 
ardent lover of exciting melodrama, al 
though not a play that runs riot with 
sensationalism. The play contains five 
acts and eight scenes and the cast is 
an unusually large and competent one, 
having artists well known in the melo- 
dramatic line. 

Castle Square Theater — A unique fea- 
ture of “The Royal Box,” to he played 
next week at tile Castle Square Thea- 
tre, is a scene wherein both the stage 
and one of the procciiium boxes are oc 
cupied by the actors. The audience is 
thereby made to feel itself a part of the 
action of the play, and its presentation 
is certain to arouse a great deal of 
curiosity and interest solely on this ac 
count. Why the actors are in the box 
as well as on the stage need not be dis- 
closed. The reason will be apparent at 
the Castle Square Theatre next week. 

Literary Notes 

The October number of Pearson’s 
Magazine opens with an interesting 


article on the Austrian Emperor, Franz 
Joseph, the gratul old man among roy- 
alties of to day. How the giant trees of 
California arc cut down is another ar- 
ticle. profusely illustrated. The' “Slave 
Dogs of the Frozen North” is an ani- 
mal article, illustrated with photographs 
taken bv the ill-fated explorer, Hub- 
hard, which tells of the wonderful race 
of half- wolves with which Peary hopes 
to make his dash for the Pole. “The 
Lost Children of Greater New York” 
is an article illustrated hv a newly fa- 
mous young artist* Miss Bessie Collins 
Pease, who is making a specially of 
‘kill pictures. ” Besides Mrs. Kate St. 
Maur's usual “Self-Supporting Home” 
article, there are : a rattling fine news- 
paper story, two funny stories, two love 
stories and eight adventure stories, in- 
cluding an "A. V.’ story, a "Don CJ." 
story and an installment of Albert Big- 
elow Paine's “A Sailor of Fortune.” 

The cover of the October Suburban 
Life is a remarkably pleasing effect in 
two-color work from a photograph by 
Charles Reid of Scotland, making the 
magazine a conspicuous object oil the 
newsstands. Inside, the contents arc as 
varied and timely as usual, and the 
subjects treated cover the many inter- 
ests of the true suburbanite. For those 
interested in floriculture there is an 
important article entitled “The Care of 
House Plants in Winter” by Ida D. 
Bennett. Then Robert Cameron, of the 
Harvard Botanical Gardens, and Luke 
J. Dooguc, of the Boston Public Gar- 
dens, have contributed practical articles 
on fall bulb planting. The leading ar- 
ticle is on the milch goat and it brings 
out many interesting facts regarding 
this uncommon little animal. Those 
who arc perplexed as to the best way 
to store their winter fruits and vegeta- 
bles should not miss Professor May- 
nard's article, "Storing Fruits and Veg- 
etables for Winter Use.” Some out- 
door papers deal with the flower gar- 
den, and the planting of trees and 
shrubs. All in all, Suburban Life has 
never given a bigger ten cents’ worth 
than is contained in the October num- 
ber. 

The October McClure's is devoted 
peculiarly to American life and activi- 
ties. Not a story in it, nor a special ar- 
ticle, hut concerns the real and imme- 
diate things that move this country at 
large. Pastor Charles Wagner, the 

French clergyman-author of “The Sim- 
ple Life,” writes of his visit at the 
White House, and with simple direct- 
ness tells of the children and the house- 
hold life of the President as he saw 
them. He writes an interesting and 
important estimate of President Roose- 
velt as a man. "What Kansas Did to 
Standard Oil” concludes Miss Tarbell’s 
story of the oil war in Kansas, and tells , 
excitingly of how tile Kansans rushed , 
in and won. "Pioneer Transportation 1 
in America” is the truthful romance of 
traffic, an absorbingly interesting story | 
full of curious information. In this first j 
paper Charles F. Luinmis, foremost au- 
thority on the subject, carries traffic 
through America’s heroic age up to the 
beginnings of the great days on the 
plains. Eugene Wood contributes “The 
County Fair,” the best of his reminis- 
cent stories of “Back Home.” Mrs. 
Mary Stewart Cutting appears again 
with another "little story of married 
life.” Lloyd Osbourue, Jean Webster, 
(hiy Wetmorc Carryl, Henry C. Row- 
land, Albert Kinross and F. H. Lancas- 
ter are among the other contributors of 
fiction. Not the least interesting feature 
of the magazine is the editorial an- 
nouncccnicnt of a great historical series, 
to begin in November, Carl Schurz’s 
"Reminiscences of a Long Life” and 
Ray Standard Baker’s investigation of 
the Railroad Problem, of which pub- 
lication will begin before Congress 
meets.
